BILL 



TO 



Empower the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s 
Customs to acquire certain Lands and Houses 
in the Borough of Belfast, for the Purpose of 
erecting a Custom House and other Offices and 
Buildings required for the Public Service in the 
said Borough. 



W HEREAS, in consequence of the Increase of the Trade Preamble, 
and Population of the Borough of Belfast, it has become 
necessary to erect a new Custom House and other Offices 
and Buildings for the Public Service in the said Borough: And 
5 whereas the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Customs require to take 
certain Lands and Houses in the said Borough for the Site of the 
said Custom House and other Offices and Buildings ; but the same 
cannot he effected without the Aid and Authority of Parliament : May 
it therefore please Your Majesty that it maybe enacted; and be it 
10 enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the 
Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, aud Com- 
mons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of 
the same, as follows ; (that is to say,) 

I. That the several Provisions of the “ Lauds Clauses Consolida- Extending 
15 tion Act, 1845,” shall, so far as the same may be applicable to and

are not inconsistent with or modified by the Provisions of this Act, 
he incorporated with and form Part of this Act, and shall be appli- 
cable to the Purposes thereof. 

II. That in citing this Act in other Acts of Parliament, and in any 
legal Instruments or other Documents, it shall he sufficient to use the 5 
Expression “ The Belfast Custom House Act, 18.02.” 

III. That it shall be lawful for Her Majesty’s Commissioners of 
Customs on behalf of Her Majesty, and they are hereby authorized 
and empowered, by and out of any Monies which have been or may 
hereafter he granted by Parliament for a new Custom House and 10 
other Offices and Buildings for the Public Service in the Borough of 
Belfast, and subject to the Provisions herein and in the said “ Lands 
Clauses Consolidation Act, 1845,” contained, to purchase, take, and 
enter upon the Lands and Houses delineated on the Plan deposited 
with the Clerk of the Peace for the County of Antrim, showing the 15 
Property intended to he taken, and mentioned in the Schedule to tins 
Act annexed, and all Estates and Interests therein, of what Kind 
soever, for the Purposes of this Act. 

IV. That if any Omission, Mis-statement, or wrong Description 
shall have been made ol' any Lands and Houses, or of the Owners, 20 
Lessees, or Occupiers of any Lands and blouses, mentioned in the 
Schedule to this Act annexed, the Commissioners, after giving Ten 
Days Notice to the Owners, Lessees, and Occupiers of the Lands 
and Houses affected by such proposed Correction, may apply to Two 
Justices for the Correction thereof, and if it shall appear to such 25 
Justices that such Omission, Mis-statement, or wrong Description 
arose from Mistake, they shall certify the same accordingly, and they 
shall in such Certificate state the Particulars of any such Omission, 
Mis-statement, or wrong Description, and such Certificate shall be 
deposited with the said Clerk of the Peace, and such Certificate shall 30 
he kept by such. Clerk of the Peace with the other Documents to 
which it relates, and thereupon such Schedule shall he deemed to be 
corrected according to such Certificate, and the said Commissioners 
may take any Lands or Houses in accordance with such Certificate, 

as if such Omission, Mis-statement, or wrong Description had not 35 
been made. 

V. That the Powers of the Commissioners for the compulsory 

Purchase or taking of Lands and Houses for the Purposes of this 
Act shall not be exercised after the Expiration of Three Years from 
the passing of this Act. 40 

VI. That 
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VI. That the Powers and Authorities by this Act given to the 
said Commissioners for tire Purchase or taking of the Lands and 
Houses mentioned and comprised in the Schedule to this Act annexed 
to be applied as well to any Lands or Houses already purchased or 

5 taken, or agreed to be purchased or taken, as to such as shall hereafter 
he purchased or taken under the Provisions of this Act. 

VII. That the Lands and Houses which shall be purchased or 
taken by the said Commissioners under the Provisions of this Act 
shall be vested and remain in the Secretary for the Time being to 

10 the Commissioners, and his Successors in the Service of Her Majesty’s 
Customs, according to the respective Nature and Quality of the said 
Lands and Houses, and the several Estates and Interests of and in 
the same, respectively in trust for Her Majesty, Her Heirs and 
Successors. 

15 VIII. That it shall be lawful for the said Secretary, by and under 
the Authority and Directions of the said Commissioners testified by 
Writing under their Hands and Seals, or under the Hands and Seals 
of any Two or more of them, to sell, exchange, or in any Manner 
dispose of, or to let or demise, any Lands or Houses purchased, taken, 
20 or acquired by them under the Authority of this Act, with their 
respective Appurtenances, which shall not in the Opinion of the .said 
Commissioners be required for the Purposes thereof, either by Public 
Auction or Private Contract, and it shall be lawful for the Secretary 
to convey and assign or to grant or demise the same, or any Part 
25 thereof, to any Person who shall be willing to purchase or take the 
same, and also to carry into execution any Contract already entered 
into for the Sale of any such Lands or Houses, with such Alterations 
or Variations as the. said Commissioners shall by Writing under their 
Hands direct, and for that Purpose to make and execute all such 
30 Conveyances, Assurances, and Agreements as may be thought proper, 
and also to do any other Act, Matter, or Thing - in relation to such 
Lands or Houses which shall by the said Commissioners be deemed 
beneficial for the Public Service in relation thereto, or for the better 
Management thereof, and which might he done by any other Person 
35 having a like Interest in any such Lands or Houses. 

IN. That the Monies to arise and to be produced by Sale or 
Exchange of any Lands or Houses which shall be sold or exchanged 
or conveyed under the Provisions of this Act shall be paid by the 
Purchaser thereof, or the Person making such Exchange, to the 
40 Receiver General of Her Majesty’s Customs, or to such Person as 
the said Commissioners shall direct or appoint to receive the same, 
in trust for Her Majesty, tier Heirs and Successors, for the Use 
212. and 
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and Service of the said Customs, and that the Receipt of the Receiver 
General or such other Person as aforesaid for such Monies (such 
Receipt to he endorsed on every such Conveyance or Assignment 
as aforesaid) shall effectually discharge the Purchaser or Person liy 
whom or oil whose Account the same shall be so paid. 5 

X. That immediately from and after the Payment of such Pur- 
chase Money, and the Execution of every such Conveyance and 
Assignment as aforesaid, the Purchaser therein named shall be deemed 
to stand seised and possessed of the Lands and Houses which shall 
be so purchased by, and conveyed, assigned, or made over to him, 
freed and absolutely discharged of and from all and all manner o 
prior Estates, Rights, Interests, Charges, Incumbrances, and Demands 
whatsoever which can or may be had, made, or set up in respect at 
such Lands and Houses by any Person whomsoever by, from, under, 
or in trust for Her Majesty, Her Heirs and Successors, or on any 
Account whatsoever, save and except such Estates, 'Rights, Interests, 
Charges, Incumbrances, Claims, and Demands (if any) as m any 
such Conveyance, Surrender, or Assignment shall bo excepted. 



XI. And whereas a Portion of the Lands required to be taken for 
the Purposes of this Act is now vested in the Mayor, Aldermen, and 20 
Burgesses of the Borough of Belfast : And whereas by the Local 
and Personal Act, Eighth and Ninth Victoria, Chapter One hundred 
and forty-two, the said Mayor, Aldermen, and Burgesses, acting by 
the Council of the said Borough, are authorized to agree with the 
Owner of any Houses or Grounds within the said Borough for the 25 
Purchase thereof, for the Purpose of widening, enlarging, and render- 
ing more commodious the Streets of the said Borough, and lor the 
other Purposes of the said Act: And whereas it is^ expedient to 
enable the Commissioners to effect Exchanges and Sales with the 
said Council in respect of such Portions of the Lands as are now 30 
vested or shall hereafter he vested in the Commissioners and the 
said Council respectively: Beit therefore enacted, I. hat it shall be 
lawful for the Secretary of the Commissioners, by and under the 
Authority and Direction of the Commissioners, testified by Writing 
under their Hands and Seals, or under the Hands and Seals of any 35 
Two or more of them, to exchange, sell, or in any Manner dispose of, 
or to let or demise, with or to the said Mayor, Aldermen, and Bur- 
gesses or the said Council, any Lands to be acquired by the Commis- 
sioners under the Authority of this Act which shall not in the 
Opinion of the Commissioners be required for the Purposes thereof ; 40 
and it shall be lawful for the said Mayor, Aldermen, and Burgesses, 
acting by the Council of the said Borough, to exchange, sell, or in 
any Manner dispose of, or to let or demise, with or to the Commis- 
sioners 
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sioners any Lands vested in the said Mayor, Aldermen, and Bur- 
gesses, under the Authority of the said Act of the Eighth and Ninth 
Victoria, Chapter One hundred and forty-two, which may be required 
for the Purposes of this Act, and that all and every the Provisions 
5 hcrein-before contained with respect to Exchanges or Sales made 
under the Authority of the Commissioners, and the Application of 
the Purchase Money to be paid on such Exchanges or Sales, and to 
the Conveyances to be executed thereunder, and to the vesting of the 
Lands and Houses so exchanged or sold in the Purchaser thereof, 

10 shall extend or apply to such Exchanges or Sales made under the 
Authority of the Commissioners with or to the said Mayor, Aider- 
men, and Burgesses or the said Council, and that all and every the 
Powers and Provisions with respect to the Sale, Leasing, Demise, or 
Grant of Lands purchased or acquired by the said Mayor, Aldermen, 

15 and Burgesses under the Provisions of the Local and Personal Act 
of the Tenth and Eleventh Victoria, Chapter One hundred and 
forty-two, which are contained in the said Act and in the Local and 
Personal Acts of the Tenth and Eleventh Victoria, Chapter Two 
hundred and fifty-four, and the Thirteenth and Fourteenth Victoria, 

20 Chapter One hundred and eight, amending the same, shall extend 
and apply to all Lands which shall become vested in the said Mayor, 

Aldermen, and Burgesses or the said Council by virtue of any such 
Exchange or Sale made with or to them by or under the Authority 
of the Commissioners under the Provisions of this Act, as fully and 
25 effectually as if such Lands so exchanged or sold with or to the said 
Mayor, Aldermen, and Burgesses or the said Council formed Part of 
the Lands acquired by the said Mayor, Aldermen, and Burgesses or 
the said Council under the Authority of the said Act of the Eighth 
and Ninth Victoria, Chapter One hundred and forty-two. 

30 XII. That it shall be lawful for the Commissioners, if they shall Commis- 
deem it expedient, to take upon Lease any of the Lands required for “X^LandY 
the Purposes of this Act, or any Interest therein, for such Term, at on Lease, 
such Rent, and subject to such Conditions and Covenants as the 
said Commissioners may think proper. 

'35 XIII. And whereas by the “ Belfast Harbour Act, 1847,” it is Commis- 
provided that the Belfast Harbour Commissioners should amongst tXfportion 
other things fill up the Old Dock, then known by the Name of of Albert 
“ Limekiln Dock,” in the said Borough within Two Years from the Square, 
passing thereof, and that the Site of the said Dock should be for 
40 ever thereafter left open and free from all Obstruction: And whereas 
the said Dock has been filled up as required by the said Act, and the 
Site thereof now forms Part of the Street or Square called “ Albert 
Square,” a Portion of which will be required for the Purposes of this 
212. B Act: 
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Act : Be it therefore enacted, That so much of the said “ Belfast 
Harbour Act, 1847,” as provides that the Site of the limekiln Doc s 
shall be for ever thereafter left open and free from all Obstruction 
shall, so far as relates to the Portion of Albert Square mentioned m 
the Schedule to this Act, and defined upon the Plan deposited as o 
aforesaid showing the Property required to be taken for the Purposes 
of this Act, be and the same is hereby repealed.
